There can.bo no doubt, we 
think, that China has misimproved her op- 
portunities of attaching Corea with a strong 
bond to her ompire, owing te the character 
of the ropromoniative sho maintained -at 
Seoul. With tho Customs of Corea parti- 
ally under her control, she. might, had she 


‘| bean represonted by a suave diplomat in- 


atend of a blustering”intriguer, have by. 
this time established an ascendancy in the 
Hormit Kingdom which would have effect+ 
ually checked all attempts at aggression on 
tho part of a foreign power. We do not 
helisve that her chance is entirely gana 
yot, and. think it is quite possible. that 
by a chnngo of ‘policy she may rogain her 
lost ground, Mr Denny haa a great deal to 
say about bygone treaties which prove the 
virtual independence of Corea. Wo fear 
tho coures of events will not be governed 
by such mnaty documents, but by tho exi- 
goncies of tho moment. Tho oxistence of a 
weak independent state: between two 
powerful ones is always precarious. Corea 
therefore must either come to lean. on 
China or on Russia, We boliove that the 
former has the better chance at the present 
moment, if shepursuca o° wise policy, of 
becoming the ‘supporting state. If she 
misuses her opportunities, however, there 
can be'no doubt that Russia, ever watchful 
and ready, will eagerly take advantage of 
tho blunders of her rival.

In tho meantime a num- 
ber of pedants aro sot talking, to-day about 
commoréa, to-morrow about defences, now 
tailways must be inady, then companivs 
must be formed ; and artictoy and pamphieta 
on anch subjects are written and published 
without end. Lovking calmly at afl the 
fuss that is made, it seems to ne no better 
than grasping at moon-shino, or scratching 
‘one’s leg threugh one’s lot. At thia rate 
wo may wait several decades inure, or a 
hundred or o thousand years for that 
tnattor, without coming any nearor 4 com- 
prehension of foreign affairs than wo were ; 
and still, fursouth, be hoping for: tho day 
when we shall bo able to maintain honour 
at home and peace abroud, withnut the 
possibility of our being mocked and befuol-

My Scorn-the-day, hearing oll thia, ro- 
plied:—~' You are mistaken, Sir, in thinking 
that there aro no persons thoroughly up is 
foreign affairs. Why, on the contrary, they 
ate plonty as blackherriva. There ore.tirat. 
of all those who follow oor ambassudors lo 
foreign parte, who bold fumiliar intercourse 
with’ the peopte, learn to speak their 
language, visit their mountaing-and rivers, 
and indulge in all their reereations. Then, 
when they came homa, they .bring outa 
book or o journal of their travela which 
roads like a novel. - Do you ask what is the 
good of all this? My dear Sir, this is dis- 
cussing forvign sifiirs. Next, thero are 
those who go abroad to study in foreign 
Colleges, where they learns to proncunes 
Ai-PL-Si-Ti, where they associate with 
alicns, cat sconled cakes, drink coffee, 
and wear woollen coats and leather 
shoes.. Then, when they are full grown, 
they do not bow politely to people they 
meot,-in Chinese fasbion, but shake hands 
and lift hats as the proper form uf aaluta- 
tion. In their social gatherings they de- 
apiso the language of their own country, 
and prefer to apo Europeans, Their na- 
tures, their habits, their ideas, and their 
feelings, are a port of cross between Chi- 
neso and European, neither the ono thing 
nor the other. Do you ask what is the. use 
of all this? Why, this is being clever in 
forsign affaics! And again thero are othora, 
who have never set foot on a foreign shora, 
or passed cut of China, aud whose monthly 
expenditure should ba about two or three 
dollars to ba within their income, but who, 
having got a amattering of a foreign lan- 
guage, or perhaps stuck fast at tho rudi- 
ments of it, now daily mount a bugyy, and 


two able writers referred to, Of couras, if 
Dr Bite] seems to say the conversion of the 
Chinese to European civilization is im- 
possible, his language must be taken as 
slightly hyperbolical; but that he has not 
gota clear conception of tho situation, or is 
rendered incapable of clear vision gencrally 
by over-nch ‘atudy of Chinese life and 
language’ is, IT submit, a mistake.

A Discussion on Porrion Arvarus, 

Mr Lack-r-day heaved a deep sigh and 
exclaimed, ' Alas, alas! The times are out 
of joint, . These foreign affairs. have become 
avital and burning question for China, Tt 
was all yery. well when commerce with 
Europe did not exist, when there were no 
au h thinga as machinery and mining, no 
such things as telegraphs aud railways, no 
such things as war-steumers aud ixon-clads, 
with all -their array of officers and their 
incessant manwuvring. Thon a magiatrate 
had only to look after his own penple. keep 
hia own accounts, hold ‘archery drill, aud 
teach the old tactics. But from the last 
years of Tao Kwang, when the Treaty was 
made permitting Europeans to trade at the 
five Const ports, the embarrassmont of 
intercourse with foreigners co-: menced. 
owing to our strangeness to each otber and 
oar mutual incongruity. Accordinzly the 
responsible authurities st once turned their 
attention to remedying this, and sought to 
provide persuna well versed: in foreign 
affiira whom they might employ in cop- 
ducting diplomacy. These efforts have 
been continued now uninterruptedly fur 
fifty years, and one would think it were 
high time that thorough proficiency were 
attained in this department, and the knotty 


problem solved. But, it seoms tu me, the | 


problem is juat as far from evlation xa ever. 
There is the Tsung-li Yaméu at Peking insti- 
tuted for the express purpose of conducting 
intercourse with foreigners. But it com- 
mands norespect. The people in Peking con- 
temptuously nickname it ‘the Foreign ; 
Grand Council,’ In like manner the Tung- 
wén Kwan, established for the cultivation ;

meat of Chinese in Bunolulu, The Chingag 
of all clazses eatublished themgelvca in the 
Hawail falands and did much in conducing 
to the wealth and prusperity of the coun- 
try. They improved the agricultural yee 
suurces, developed trade, and contributed 


“habits, paid littlo or no attontion to auy 
business purauit ; and the pushing Chincae 
soon found in tho islands a wide aphero t.. 
earn a living in, even to make money in. 
Tho Government had displayed till recently 
naantagoniam and no prejudice, And it is 
only os a result of tho action, adopted in 
; the United States for electioneoring pur- 
poses, in starting an apposition to Chinese 
emigration, that the Hanoluln Government 
awake auddoniy to a sonae of grievancé and 
hordahip, and legislated, if not for the exclu- 
sion of Uhinosa, at least for tho doprivation 
of rights gonerally conceded to tha lowest 
classea in civiliacd countries. Tho policy 
of thé authorities has howevor stirred up 
tho diseontunt.of the Chinese residents and 
their voico haa been heard ino Inrga aud 
woll attended meeting held in . Hono- 
Jnfu to remonstrate ayninst the impo- 
sition of heavy restrictions. to reprequat 
the matter to the authorities, and, failing 
nny redress from that quarter, to. appeal 
tu their bigh authorities at Home. 

Next comes tho Corean quation. Tho 
Kuang Pao deals dircetly with the rumours 
current about the absorption of the Harmit 
Kingdom by Russia, Mhere muy be, it 
gues on te show, no ground for immediate 
fear, but that the-danger oxista ho une can 
dyny. Nor can it be averted unless China 
suddenly wakes to a sense of her respon- 
sibility and duty. 

. The other question upon which three 
leading articles are devutert is the Tibotan 
affair, The Chineso Guvcroment is again 
acensed: of nenehilance and of inaction 
while on every ade hor suzerain atates are 
seized by fercign countries, Tibet, the 
writer oxplnins, cannot resist attack, the 
troopa are improperly drilled, her arms 
antiquated and her army a worthless rab- 
blo—the only thing that remains for them 
todo is toimplure Budda ; but is he Ehely 
ta affurd any assistanco or reapond to their 
appeal? In cuticlusivn, the duty of rendor- 
ing the frantier impregnable, of avuiling 
thumselves of the present respite to im- 
prove the natural defonees of Tibet is 
urgently recommended. 

The new arrangement arrived at for the 
shipment of cvolios direct from Chineso 
ports to Dutch posseasions is noxt com- 
mented upon, This new route will deprive 
the brokers at Ponang and Singapore of 5 
large income; but the writer concludes, 
‘Have they not be brought it upon 
themaclves by their insatinble greed tu 
squveze Dutch residents? ‘The Dutch Mi- 
mater in China, at present in Swatow 
acting under instrictions from home, con- 
cluded. this arrangement, aud much delay 
will thus ba aaved, useless ax pense ecano- 
mised and the dishoncat practices of brokers 
will be stopped. 


: SUNDAY IN JAPAN. 

Much ag the Jupaneso are given to copy- 
ing the institutiona of other nations, their 
copy is rarely a servile one, far more often 
an improvement on tho original. A. visit 
to ‘Tukyo on a fino Sunday cannot fail to 
demonstrate this truth, at loast in one in- 
stance, to a Londoner, as ho compares the 
festive aspect of the capital with his dismal 
recollections of tho same day at home. ‘The 
observance of Sunday as a holiday, though 
rather of the continental than tha British 
type, acems to be becoming protty general 
in Japanese Citica, apart from any religious 
ideas; presumably it was initinted by the 
closure of the Government establishments 
on that day, and the citizens of Tokyo at 
any rato have not been backward in fallow- 
ing the lead of their official guides, Ona 
fine Suaday, business, though not suspond- 
od, is slockened and the places of popular 
resort are crowded, mostly of course by 
those who are busy during the week, shop- 
keepers, artisans, petty otlicinln, studonts, 
and tho like, with a good eprinkling of 
soldiers in uniform. At such resorta the 
atudent of the art of obtaining the maximum 
of enjoyment by the simplest meuns, surely 
ag useful an art an that of doubling the 
grass-crop, may learn much ; he will at leaat 
aee the gratifying resntts which accrue from 
the observation of the cheory maxims of 
Horace, by the whole populace enjoying the 
present good, not troubling about the 
future, and sweotening the bitterness of 
lifa with ready mirth. Japanese pleasarea 
are simple and inexpensive, of a naturein- 
deed which would appear insipid in the ex- 
trome toan English crowd drawn from the” 
anmo adlid lavel. At the cost of a few sen 
a pleasant day or afternoon is spent viewing 
the cherry blossoma in sp ing, the irises in 
autmer, or the chrysanthomens in autumn, 
and temperate refrcahment is obtained from 
koma tea-hotse or from the atalls of peri- 
patetic caterers. An Englishman cannot 
bue wish that the toiling masses in his own 
lund were as generally eapable, and had 
similar opportunities, of. amusing them- 
selves in a like simple and refined manner ; 
anhappily they lack not only the splendid 
climate of Japan, but what is more essenli- 
al, that universal training of the ssthetic in- 
atincts and associated regulation of conduct, 
the subjection to which for centuries has 
wade the Japanese the potished and refined 
race they sra.—Japan Mail.

NEW AND OLD IDEAS OF 
WOMANHOOD, 

On Oct. 27 Mra Fawcett delivered a lee- 
tare at the College for Men uud Women, 
Queen's Square, Bloomsbury, the subject 
being ‘Men, and Women, or Old and New 
Ideals of Womanhood,’ ‘The main fact, she 
asid, that the p sition of women was chang- 
ing aa regarded education, industrial status, 
political and eodial duties, wos no longer 
denied or ignored. The growth. of the wo- 
men’s movement implied a change in the 


ideal type of womanhvuod, and @ change in |: 


tho idval relations betwegn mea and women, 
These periods vf transition, especially in a 
watter affecting their every-day life and 
their conceptiona of life, were always per- 
ioda of difliculty and danger. Even if the 
now-type to which thay wera approaching, 
-s she believed, were on the whole nobler, 
stronger, purer,.and braver than tho old 
type, from which they were depurling, there 
wag always danger in the parting of the 
ways. Bume might go astray altogethor, 
and some might imagine thut lawlessness 
was the only alternative which waa left to 
these who we + giving up the old laws ; and 
there was danger, besides, in not being able 
to distinguish between thoso ports of the 
old ideal of womanhood that wore ephemeral 
and faleeand those that.wero founded on 
the etcmal verities, and cuu'd only be dis- 
regard. by any of them. at their peril 

The old ideal might be variously regarded, 

Chesterfield, in hig letters to bia gon, 
spoke of women ns only children of a larger 
growth; and Pupa bad alescribed them as 
being as heartless as they were vain. Ip 
the oldey titerature, however, they food 
a perfeot ideal which satistied them. still, 

Yn the lsat chapter of Proverbs the. picture 
of a virtnuus woman summed up with ex. 
traordiuary tompleteness what waa best in 
Wonan——industty, “thrift, love of beanty, 
power of organisaton, helpfulness to. the 
pvor, fidelity, strength, kindliness, and the 
capahity of thinking wisely. The old ideal 
was tathor each a woman as Milton painted 
when he.drew his: Eve. Milton's Eve 
remained the-(ypical woman for thase whe 
opposed the democratic quality from making. 
itself folt in the relations botween men and 
women, and it was wore traly ropresentative 
of the old ideal than any other example she 
evuldcite, The whole experiment of opening 
the accesses of learning ta women had boen 


#0 a not to bring disgrace ‘pon Vaomsolves largely to tho revenue, The natives, ad! entirely oucecasfal, Mra, Favoott ridiguled

tho idea that beeausa women's brains 
weighed fivo ‘ounces less than mon's, 
and their blood contained 2 per cont, 
las red globules, they were not capable of 
acquiring knowledge. As tothe suggostion 
that women’s interference in.politics might 
vo mischievous, she pointed to the result of 
tho anti-slavery movoment, the establish- 
mont of sicls-nursing on 1 propor basis, and 
the emancipation and unification of Italy, 

as inatanecs in which women bad éuferod 
and struggled for the caueo of humanity 
and partriotiam os bravely a8 men. A wo- 
man was now to be valecd as 4 human be- 
ing, and her value did not depend on her 
relationship to other people, but ga what 
she was in herself, and on what ate did in 
the world. Where man had beon most 

alone —as, for instance, in politics and war— 
ho ‘had not been very succeasful. Thera 

should bo mo idle and useless wrangling 
about superiority on the one sido or the 
other, Lot mon and women help cach 
other by building up cach other in those 
reapects in which they wore most spt to 
fail if Ioft to thomsolves,
